The warehouse classifies 
the

The warehouses or 
cooperative 


livestock shipping associations are 
grouped around a terminal market 
which ships direct to the packer. The 
farmers shipping in carload lots ship 
directly to the terminal market. 


Earnings of the terminal market 


are prorated back to the members 
transacting business with the cooper- 
ative associations 
after 
deducting 


expenses. 


Many livestock 7Jrodueers, the of- 


ficials said are not in close enough 
touch ,with livestock marketing conr 
ditions particularly. quotations—and 
the various 
market 
classes 
and 


grades of the stock to market it to au 
advantage. The purpose of the ieoop- 
erative livestock shipping association 
is to market the livestock for its 
members under the rules on which 
they operate with a view of securing 
the highest market value and to re- 
duce the cost of marketing to a mi- 
nimum. 


Members of the associations pay 


an annual fee and are actual produc- 
ers of live stock.
